The Yugoslav Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs handed the Bul- 
garian Embassy in Belgrade a 
formal protest that it considers the 
Bulgarian Government responsi- 
ble for all provocations and de- 
manding that the persons respon- 
sible be punished and that the 
Government take measures to pre- 
vent similar incidents. 

"Radio Belgrade gave the follow- 
ing account of the incident. 

‘On the night of June 14, two 
Bulgarian soldiers on the sector 
nenr Dimitrograd entered Yugo- 
slav territory: about 1 a.m, and 
hid themselyes while about -20 
other Bulgarians wfited along the 
frontier.

they threw six hand grenades, 
wounding one Yugoslav. 

“The fight lasted qn hour, dur- 
ing whtch time the Bulgarians 
fired 400 bullets {rom machine- 
guns, Only when, another Yugo- 
slay patro) heard the shots and 
came up did the ‘two Bulgarian 
soldiers withdraw ‘to Bulgarian 
Aerritory. They left behind 
machine-gun ammunition of Ger-

The . “Emaneipntion Daily," 
which fs the Communist official 
organ in Shanghai, sald the exist- 
ing separate customs and harbour 
admialstrations with all their red- 
tape, which were sct up by the 
“Imperiolists ond compradoré¢s,” 
will be scrapped. . 

They witl be merged Into one 
control with drastically sim- 
plified procedures for the 
clearance of ships, cargoes and 
passcngers, Under tho new 
system, the papor sald,.a ship 
witl not have to go through nine 
checking points before it Is 
finally cleared and shippers will 
not have to pay 138 kinds of 
fece bofore their cargzes are 
passed, ao Is the cate now, 
The paper reported that the
